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Last Nazi Line 


Before Dnieper 
Falls to Soviets 


LONDON, Wednesday, Sept. 22. 
(?)\—The last Nazi barrier before 
the Dnieper crumbled yesterday as 
the Russian army slashed across 
the Desna river line and surged 
on toward Smolensk and Kiev in 
a titanic drive to push the Ger- 
mans back to their invasion 
boundaries. 

A Moscow-broadcast communi- 
que recorded by the Sovie’ mon- 
itor here today announced that the 
Red Army, surging through pow- 
erful defenses, had scored big ad- 
vances on every sector of the 
front, indicating that the Germans 
would become more and more 
hard-pressed to keep their feet on 
Soviet soil through the coming 
winter. 

On all fronts, the Soviets lib- 
erated Russian communities by 
the hundreds, killed upwards of 
7.000 Germans, destroyed 80 tanks 
and captured 34 more, and took 
many prisoners and vast quantities 
of supplies, the communique said. 

Air Force Loose. 

The Moscow radio said the 
Soviet air force, which reportedly 
had accounted for 63 more Nazi 
planes shot down, bombed concen- 
trations of railway trains at Vit- 
ebsk, Gomel and Dzhankoi on the 
central front Monday night, caus- 
ing many fires on trains carrying 
equipment and war materials. 
Several trains jammed with muni- 
tions were declared blown up by 
direct hits. 

Soviet spearheads were re- 
ported within 18 miles of Smo- 
lensk and only 25 miles from 
Kiev. They were shelling Meli- 
topol on the Crimean . railway 
from three miles away, and they 
were so close to the middle Dnie- 
per that Cossack patrols were 
breaking through at night to wa- 
ter their horses in the river. 

Marshal Joseph Stalin pro- 
claimed the capture of Chernigov, 
oply 30 miles from the Dnieper, 
after a fierce three-day battle, 
and in an order of the. day de- 
clared the German Desna de- 
fenses had been cracked “along 
the whole length of the river, and 
the plan of the Germans to stem 
the advance of our troops on the 
line of the river Desna must be 
considered to have failed.” 


1.117 Towns Captured. 


In the day's fighting the Rus- 
Sians claimed the capture of 1,117 
towns and villages, some of them 
large. 

These were the latest Russian 
gains, averaging an advance of 
10 miles a day, along the 600- 
mile front as the Nazis’ east wall 
toppled: 

Northern Flank: Captured Yu- 
govka, six miles northeast of Ros- 
lavl, in a six-mile advance through 
heavily-fortified woodland, bring- 
ing Soviet guns within close 
range of the Roslav]-Smolensk 
railway. 

Upper Dnieper: Smashed for- 
ward 12 miles from Novgorod-Se- 
versky in a race toward the fron- 
tier of White Russia and Gomel, 
key rail junction midway  be- 
tween Smolensk and Kiev. 

Kiev Front. 

Kiev Front — Twelve-mile ad- 
Vance, carrying the Red army 
within two-days distance of the 
Ukraine capital at its present rate 
of attack. Progress was likely to 
be slowed, however, after contact 
with inner defenses of the city— 
secon. greatest prize left on the 
Russian front. 

Dnieper Bend — Gains of 15 
miles toward Dnepropetrovsk 
from the northeast; an advance of 
10 miles from the east, capturing 
the railway junction of Sinenli- 
kovo, 25 miles from the great 
Ukraine bend power city. 
| Lower Dnieper—a 10-mile gain, 
‘capturing Mordvilovka, three 
miles southwest of Melitopol on 
the Crimean railway, thus virtu- 
ally sealing off the reinforcement, 
supply or escape of Germans in 
the Crimea except by sea. , 

Kuban—lIn the clean-up of that 
sector the Russians captured more 
tiny settlements, squeezing Nazi 
remnants into a six-mile semi- 
circle around Temryuk, nearest 
thing to an escape port left to t'.e 
Germans since their loss of Novo- 
rossisk.

For Director oft Prisons 
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Arnall Takes 
Up Choice as 
His First Task

Two hours after he returned 
from his freight rate battles at 
Denver, Governor Arnall was 
locked in his private office in At- 
lanta yesterday hard at work on 
a cure for Georgia’s prison and 
convict gang ills. 

A thorough study of ‘reports 
submitted to him by legislative 
investigators was the first job the 
Governor attacked. 

The Governor plans to announce 
immediately a mew prison set-up 
for Georgia and the appointment 
of a capable man to serve as di- 
rector of prisons before he tackles 
any other executive job. 

“I started this investigation of 
unwholesome prison conditions 
with the full intention of taking 
immediate steps to cure all the 
rottenness that now prevails in 
the entire system,” the Governor 
said yesterday. 

“I intend to go through with 
this job before I take up any oth- 
er, now that I am back from the 
freight rate conferences.” 

The extent of his action right 
now, he indicated, will be the ap- 
pointment of a man of integrity 
and background to the job as di- 
rector and then to work out with 
this appointee a system that- will 
put Georgia prisons in a rank with 
the best in the nation. 

“IT am not necessarily interest- 
ed in a professional. prison worker 
for this important post,” said the 
Governor. “I really am more in- 
terested in a man with qualifica- 
tions as a top-rank executive, a 
man of force and drive, a man

Call for 52 Millions

Plans for 52 million dollars’ worth of highway construc- 
tion in Georgia the first year after the war are being drawn 


by the State Highway Depar 


terday. 

With the annual average $20,-< 
000,000 road building program be- 
ing trimmed to a small wartime 
program of merely maintaining 
present roads, State Highway En- 
gineer George McDonald said the 
highway department is busy lay- 
ing plans for a_ gigantic road 
building program during postwar 
days. 

Surveys will be made within a 
few weeks for proposed construc- 
tion of a four-lane highway along 
the route of the present Coastal 
highway, from Savannah through 
Brunswick to the Florida line, 
McDonald continued. 

Officials Confer. 

Highway Director Ryburn Clay 
and McDonald spent the week end 
in Savannah and Brunswick con- 
ferring with local officials. 

The Coastal highway is second 
only to the Atlanta-Chattanooga 
highway as Georgia’s most heav- 
ily traveled road, traffic surveys 
show. Postwar plans also call for 
making a four-lane highway of 
the Dixie highway from the Ten- 
nessee line to Atlanta and run- 
ning southward to Florida. Esti-

tment, officials disclosed yes- 


ae coastal road is $150,000 per 
mile, engineers said. 

State highway engineers al- 
ready have drawn plans for con- 
struction of $13,000,000 worth of 
roads—the plans being filed away 
in a pamphlet entitled “Postwar 
Plans.” Many of these are old 
state-federal projects which were 
abandoned with the outbreak of 
the war. 

Federal Aid. 

The federal government would 
finance most of the postwar road 
building in Georgia if elaborate 
plans now being drawn are car- 
ried out. There is a bill now 
pending in congress which would 
provide Georgia with $25,000,000 
annually for three years for road 
building purposes. This ‘money 
would come on a 75-25 matching 
basis, with Georgia putting up 25 
per cent of the money. It would 
mean an annual expenditure of 
$32,500,000 on Georgia roads per 
year.

Gen.MacArthur 
Willing To Play 
A Lesser Role

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Sept. 22.— (Wednesday) — (4) — 
General Douglas MacArthur, com- 
mander of Allied foxucés in the 
southwest Pacific, said today it 
was agreeable to him to play a 
subsidiary role in the war. 

Commenting on press reports 
that his command was to be made 
secondary and subsidiary since the 
appointment of Lord Mountbatten 
to -head the southeast Asia com- 


mand, the general said: 
“It makes little difference 


whether I or others wield the 


weapons just so the cause for 
which our beloved country fights 
is victorious ” 

Comment Follows AP Story. 

The comment came prior to 
publication of an Associated Press 
copyrighted story from Washing- 
ton saying that General George 
Marshall, United States chief of 
staff, is tentatively slated to be- 
come virtual global commander of 
all Anglo-American forces in the 
field, ground, sea and air. 

“However subordinate may be 
my role, I hope to play it man- 
fully,” the general said. 

“My strategic conception for the 
Pacific theater, which I outlined 
after the Papuan campaign and 
have sinte consistently acvocated, 
contemplates massive strokes 
against only main strategic objec- 
tives, utilizing surprise, and air 
and ground striking power, sup- 
ported and assisted by the fleet. 

“This is the very opposite of 
what is termed island-hopping, 
which is gradually pushing back 
the enemy by direct frontal pres- 
sure with c vent heavy cas- 

alties which certainly be in- 
volved. 

Storming of Islands. 

“Key points must, of course, be 
taken but a wise choice of such 
will obviate the need for storming 
the mass of islands now in enemy 
possession. 

“Island-hopping, with extrava- 
gant losses and slow progress— 
some press reports indicating vic- 
tory might be postponed as long 
as 1949—is not my idea of how to 
end the war as’ goon and as cheap- 
ly as possible. 

“New conditions require for so- 
lution and new weapons require 
for maximum application new and 
imaginative methods. Wars are 
never won in the past. 

“I have no personal military 
ambitions whatsoever, and am 
perfectly content in such role as 
may be prescribed for me.”

One version, as expressed on 
the house floor by Representative 
Sumner, Republican, Illinois, was 
that he was to be “kicked upstairs 
(to a command in the European 
theater) because he stands for 
American rights.” 
Congress Aroused. 


Members of congress were so 
concerned, it was disclosed, that 
a group representing the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee pro- 
tested informally to Secretary of 
War Stimson that any shifting of 
Marshall would be deeply resented 
by the American people. 

But reaetion generally was en- 
thusiastic to the report that Mar- 
shall would become global com- 
mander in chief. Senator Bridges, 
Republican, New Hampshire, a 
member of the military commit- 
tee, said, “I dislike to see him 
leave as chief of staff of the 
American Armies, but if he is to 


be global commander of the An- 
glo-American Armies of the world 
that is a greater opportunity for | 
service and I am gratified that he | 
has been selected.”

Was Quebec Decision 


The date of any announcement 
of the new assignment is uncer- 
tain, but this much was made 
known to this writer today; the 
nomination was perhaps the main 
decision of the global strategy 
conferences of President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill in 
Quebec. 

That decision was taken in 
acknowledgement that in succes- 
isve conferences to cut the pat- 
tern of victory east and west, 
Marshall was the outstanding con- 
tributor to strategic plans at 
Washington, Casablanca, Wash- 
ington again, and then Quebec. 

Rumors that Marshall is to be 
eased out of his present chief of 
staff assignment due to the pres- 
sure of interests opposed to him, 
presumably British, are in direct 
conflict with the facts.

Yanks Shell N aples;

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 
21.—(AP)—Corsica and Sardinia, 
flanking the Italian west coast, were being mopped up to- 
night by Allied and Italian troops while the American Fifth 
Army widened its hold below Naples to 16 miles by capturing 


Ebolli. 

American Liberators flew 
miles up the Adriatic coast of Italy 
to bomb Venice for the first time, 
setting fires which sent smoke 
curling a mile high. They cast 
bombs en route on Pescara, half 
way up the Adriatic. The Middle 
East Command announced also the 
occupation of two of Italy’s Do- 
decanese islands—Coo (Cas) and 
Lero—and the Greek island of 
Samos. RAF fighters already are 
operating from Coo. 


Italy Recovered. 

Prime Minister Churchill told 
commons that American forces 
had landed on Sardina and were 
helping four Italian divisions 
drive out the Germans. At “Galerno, 
he said, “we have recovered the 
initiative and are now able to ad- 
vance northward on a_ broad 
front.” 

The German radio at Oslo said 
Allied artillery was shelling Na- 
ples. 

French commandos and patriots 
captured Ajaccio, capital and main 
port of Corsica and birthplace of 
Napoleon. They clashed several 
times with German troops esti- 
mated at 12,000 men, last report- 
ed concentrated on the eastern 
side of the, island. Corsica, con- 
taining 3,367 square miles, lies 54 
miles west of Italy and 98 miles 
south of the Italian port of Genoa. 

Western Corsica Freed. 

yeneral Henri Giraud’s head- 
quarters announced tonight “the 
whole western side of Corsica is 
now liberated” from the Germans 
and that advance troops are in 
possession of St. Florent. French 
troops, disclosed earlier to have 
landed on the island, have taken 
eastern Corte and the city of Sar- 
tene, the communique said. 

St. Florent is on the north coast 
of the island at the western base 
of Cape Corso. It is about eight 
miles across the narrow neck of 
land from Bastia, which is occu- 
pied by the Germans. Corte is ~Ir-

German troops attempting to re- 
capture the heights of Sorba “were 
easily repulsed,” the communique 
said. It added that light detach- 
ments of French troops and Cor- 
sican patriots were probing enemy 
lines of communication and push- 
ing forward toward Bonifacio, on 
the extreme southern tip of. the 
island, and Port Vecchio, about 16 
miles to the north. 

Most of the 40,000 Italians gar- 
risoning Corsica have teamed up 
with the French troops and guer- 
rillas, although “one Italian Fas- 
cist regiment” was said in a naval 
announcement to have joined the 
German defense. The Germans 
were reported strung from Bastia 
in the north to Bonifacio in the 
south. The French Commandos 
participating in the attack landed 
from sw ft French warships. 

Nazis Step Up Retreat. 

In the Salerno area, 12 to 20 
airline miles south of Naples, the 
German retreat northward to form 
a single line against United States 
and British troops of the Fifth and 
Eighth armies appeared to be 
gaining impetus. 

The capture of Eboli gave the’ 
Allies an important highway cen- 
ter and the key to German escape 
exits east of the Salerno battle- 
field. 

While a portion of the Fifth 
Army was driving on east through 
Eboli, other units of Lieutenant 
General Mark W. Clark’s com- 
mand worked through Monte-

LONDON, Sept. 21.—()—RAF 
fighter planes were striking out 
today from newly conquered Coo 
in the Dodecanese, one of three 
islands off Greece upon which 
Allied forces were officially de- 
clared to have landed. 

Thus was begun the develop- 
ment of the extreme right wing 
of the immense Allied invasion 
line now being drawn up from 


the Aegean sea in the southeast 
to the Ligurian sea facing Genoa 
and the French Riviera on the 
west. ‘ 

In front of this line, curving 
500 miles of more, stood a whole 
series of doors to southern Europe, 
opening one after the other all 
the way from the Balkans across 
to lower France. 

The occupation of Coo air- 
field by British airmen and the 
fact that they already are operat- 
ing from there, directly menacing 
such Germans positions as Crete, 
was disclosed in an Allied com- 
munique from the Cairo command, 
which told also of air attacks 
spread from Crete to Venice. A 
little later Allied landings on the 
islands of Samos and Lero also 
were officially confirmed. 

The occupation of the airfield 
at Coo meant that a relatively 
small but highly dangerous part 
of the four-to-one Allied air su- 
periority of which Premier 
Churchill spoke in commons today 
had been carried to a point where 
it could be instantly effective 
against the southeastern corner of 
Hitler’s stolen continent. 

The position of the Germans on 
Crete was compared here with 
that of the Nazis who occupied 
Sardinia, and there was specula- 
tion that the Germans might soon 
find Crete untenable. This estti- 
mate, however, looked a little too 
optimistic.

Pressure was being placed on 
all bond-selling fronts yesterday 
as Fulton and DeKalb counties 
appeared to be lagging behind the 
rest of the nation in bond sales in 
the Third War Loan drive.

Officials of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta yesterday stated 
that $57,015,000 of the state's 
quota had been officially register- 
ed, with another $4,000,0 on 
hand yet to be allocated. Some of

Saw Nazis Blast Hospital Ship 


By AL SHARP. 

Able Seaman Marshal] Parsons, 
of Dallas, Ga., who recently re- 
turned from Sicily, where he saw 
a hospital ship blown up by Ger- 
man dive-bombers, bought a $1,- 
000 war bond, and the personnel 
of the United States Maritime 
Service enrolling office matched 
it yesterday as the office opened 
its drive ia the Peachtree Arcade. 

The 22-year-old’ Parsons, who 
has been to Australia and the 
Mediterranean . during his 21 
months of service, described the 
bombing of the hospital ship as 
a memory he’ll always carry with 
him. “If these people back home 
could have seen that, they would 
be glad to stand in line to buy 
bonds,” he said. 

Nazis Ignore Crosses. 

“We were about 100 yards off 
shore six miles below Syracuse,” 
the seaman related. “The hospital 
ship was about a mile and a half 
out, all by itself, so it wouldn’t 
be hit. There were big red crosses 
painted on the white ship. 

“Two German planes came over 
the mountains. They started to 
dive. We thought they were after 
us. Then we could see they were 
going after the hospital ship. One 
let go on the stern and the other 
on the bow at the same time. 

“It blew the ship apart. It was 
a horrible sight. The little boats 
that had been cargying the wound- 


ed from the shore didn’t have any 
place to go. 

“Only one thing about it. A Spit- 
fire got one of the Germans. He 
was tailing him when he made his 
dive for bombing. He got him aft- 
er that.” 

Praise for British. 

Parsons praised the British for 
the way they took things in stride. 
“Can you imagine a soldier sitting 
there reading a comic magazine 
while the ship is being bombed?” 
Parsons asked, adding that it was 
hard for him to believe, too. 

“That's what those British Com- 
mandos did,” he went on. “We 
were landing them as well as sup- 
plies and equipment. At first, dur- 
ing the bombing all I wanted to 
do was hide my head. After the 
first hour, though, I saw _ those 
British soldiers reading the comics 
and I said to myself, ‘If they can 
take it, I can.’ So I quit worrying 
‘too much, 

“A ship on each side of our ship 
was hit by bombs, but we didn’t 
get hit. We were bombed for four 
days and five nights.” 

Parsons bought the bond from 
Charles J. Currie, chairman of the 
Fulton-DeKalb County War Bond 
committee. Lieutenant F. J. Mitko, 
of the Maritime Service enrolling 
office, said the personne! in the 
office would match any other pur- 
chases made by members of the 
service. 

The short ceremonies were held 
in front of a ship’s bow, built on 
the steps of the Arcade. The ship 


will be christened Monday night. 


$250,000 in Bonds 
Bought by Atlanta 


The city of Atlanta yesterday 
added another $250,000 worth of 
war bonds to its program of back- 
ing the. attack and pushed total 
war bond purchases for various 
city departments to $1,132,000 par 
value. 

Mayor Hartsfield signed checks 
for the new purchases after city 
council had passed a measure em- 
powering the investment of any 
surplus city funds in war bonds.

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Plane-Landed

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Wednesday, Sept. 22.—(4)—Aus- 
tralians landed by big American 
transport planes have seized Kaia- 
pit, 60 miles above newly captured 
Lae, New Guinea, and only 70 
miles south of the enemy base at 
Madang, General Douglas McAr- 
thur announced today. 

The ee swept down on a 
grassy field last Saturday night 
and Sunday, disgorging Austra- 
lians who.repulsed enemy counter- 
attacks and drove the Japanese 
out of the immediate area. Such 
a darin, move outflanks the en 
emy’s base at Finschhafen on the 
Huon peninsula. 

Kaiapit is inland on the Huon 
peninsula northwest of Finsch- 
hafen. 

Enemy Retires. 

“Our ground forces, transported 
by air, seized and occupied Kaia- 
pit approximately 60 miles above 
Lae, repulsing several counterat- 
tacks and forcing the enemy to re- 
tire,” today’s communique said. 

“This swift ground action, emu- 
lating in om the airborne and 
seaborne pincers which enveloped 
Lae within 12 days, was coupled 
with reports of air action on a 
more extensive scale than it has 
been in many months both in the 
South and Southwest Pacific. 

American heavy bombers 
wreaked havoc on supply lines just 
above the newly won ground hase 
of Kaiapit and the Japanese struck 
counterblows both on New Guinea 
and in the Solomons. Enemy ac- 
tion was particularly heavy in the 
Solomons. 

97 Tons of Bombs. 


Ninety-seven tons of bombs 
were dropped on enemy bases at 
Wewak and Madang, New Guinea, 
by American heavy bombers and 
the description of the attacking 
units included the now familiar 
“with a fighter escort.” 

The attackers dropped 43 tons 
of bombs on two airdromes around 
Wewak, where more than 400 ene- 
my planes have been destroyed 
since mid-August. One plane was 
destroyed on the ground, an un- 
determined number of others were 
set on fire and two out of seven 
interceptors were shot down. 

It marked the second straight 
day of air blows reported for the 
area most immediately menaced 
by the new air bases won at Lae 
and Salamaua. Yesterday’s com- 
munique reported heavy §air- 
strikes nearer Lae at Finschhafen 
and across Dampier Strait on New 
Britain. 

Four Bridges Wrecked. 

In the latest attacks, four Japa- 
nese bridges along a road of sup- 
ply covering. the coast above Lae 
were destroyed. 

The communique also reported a 
continuation of enemy air action 
in the Solomons. Twenty Japanese 
planes were downed in new raids 
on American-occupied Vella Lavel- 
la island. 

On Arundel island, adjacent to 
New Georgia, which American 
forces in the Solomons are at- 
tempting to occupy completely, in- 
creased enemy resistance was re- 
ported. The Japanese _ recently 
have moved in barges at night to 
reinforce their garrison on north- 
ern Arundel, 2 point within ar- 
tillery shelling distance of the 
enemy’s garrison at Vila, Kolom- 
bangara.

'Burmalnvasion Near 


By HARRY LEE. 

Japan’s wall of conquest in Burma, where the Allies under 
the command of Lord Louis Mountbatten may strike after 
the monsoon season in co-ordination with MacArthur’s grow- 
ing offensive in the Southwest Pacific, is weakened by the 
fear and hatred of the Burmese for their conquerors. 


This opinion was expressed yes- 
terday by Major John B. Jefferies, 
who last year was a member of 
the British expedition under com- 
mand of Brigadier Charles Orde 
Wingate striking into Burma and 
destroying Jap supply lines and 
installations. 

Major Jefferies had ample op- 
portunity to study the attitude of 
the Burmese people toward the 
Japanese and he was certain 
when the time comes the Bur- 
mese will turn against the Jap as 
the Yugoslavs and Danes are turn- 
ing against the Nazis. 

The hint of another drive into 
Burma, pitched on a vaster scale 
than the parrying blow last year, 
was contained in President Roose- 
velt’s message to congress when 
he said: “After a long period of 
defensive strategy in Burma we 
are determined to take the offen- 
sive there.” 

Major Jefferies, who expects to 
return in the very near future, 
ascribed the failure of the Japa- 
nese to win over the Burmese to 
an attitude similar to that of the 
Nazi in Europe—an attitude based 
in their feeling of superiority and 
the use of force as their only in- 
strument for the achievement of 
“co-operation” among subjected 
peoples. 

“Their failure to achieve that 
co-operation in Burma has prick- 
ed once and for all the balloon 
of Asiastic unity which they have 
attempted to implant in the popu- 
lations of the east,” Jefferies said. 

The dislike of the Burmese for 
the Japs already existed last year 
when the British expedition cross- 
ed the Irrawaddy river into Bur- 
ma and engaged the Japs in jun- 
gle warfare, he added. 

An important factor in the suc- 
cess of that campaign was attrib- 
uted by Jefferies to the informa- 
tion supplied by the Burmese en- 
abling the British to make sur- 
prise attacks upon Jap forces time 
and time again. 

The Japanese rule in Burma 
has followed the usual Axis pat- 
tern, Jefferies went on—a pat-

By contrast, the attitude of the 
British toward the Burmese was 
one of utmost consideration, Jef- 
feries said. Every effort was 
made to avoid implicating them 
in the British campaign and it was 

ade clear at all times the Brit- 
j did not intend to remain in 
the country. 

In spite of that knowledge, the 
Burmese were extremely co-opera- 
tive in selling supplies and were 
even reluctant to accept payment 
for them. 

As for the Jap puppet govern- 
ment in Burma and the Jap an- 
nounced independence of the Bur- 
mese, Jefferies was certain the 
setup was no more than a “Quis- 
ling state,” with perhaps the add- 
ed virtue, for the Jap, that the 
puppets will act as a convenient 
“whipping boy” upon whom the 
Japs may blame the increasing 
confusion and unrest in Burma. 

Nevertheless Jefferies believes 
dissatisfaction of the Burmese 
will aid the invasion that may 
strike against one end of the Jap 
defensive wall while MacArthur 
strikes against the opposite end, 
forcing dispersal of Japanese 
forces and still greater stress upon 
his already reraee logistics.

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Churchill Pledges Mass Attack 
From West ‘At Right Time’ 


By JOHN F. CHESTER. 

LONDON, Sept. 21.—(4)—Win- 
ston Churchill pledged parlia- 
ment and the world toaay that a 
second front in France and the 
Low Countries —‘“which already 
exists potentially” — will be 
thrown open with a mass Allied 
attack “at what we and our 
American allies judge to be the 
right time.” 

In his two hours and _ seven 
minutes’ war report to commons 
the doughty prime minister 
ranged the whole global scene of 
the war, warmly defended the 
Allies’ Italian campaign, which he 
called a “third front,” and fore, 
cast a ae ear ritagatierge)| 
conference before the end of 
year. 

During the long speech, one of 
his most studied and most com- 
prehensive if not one of his great- 
est rhetorically, Churchill sketch- 
ed enormous Allied progress in 
air and sea warfare, disclosed 
American troops had landed in 
Sardinia and asserted Mussolini 
never would have _ escaped if 
Italian caribinieri at Gran Sasso 
had obeyed the orders they had 
to shoot him if he attempted a 
getaway. 

Cries of “Hear, hear” swelled 
into an approving roar through 
the chamber as Churchill de- 
clared: “The bloodiest portion— 
make no mistake about that—the 
bloodiest portion of this war for 
Great Britain and the United 
States lies ahead of us. Neither 
this house nor his majesty’s gov- 
ernment will shrink from that or- 


deal.” 
Hitler Worried. 

Even now, the prime minister 
deciared with feeling, Hitler's 
“main preoccupation” is with the 
mere menace of an inevitable and 
decisive thrust at Germany’s 
heart from Great Britain. 

During his speech, which he in- 
terrupted for a luncheon period, 
Churchill declared: 

1. The RAF has increased three- 
fold in the last 12 months the 
weight of bombs discharged on 


Germany, “havoc wrought is in- 
describable;” if the RAF’s growth 
continues, the Allies should “be 
in a position when actual method- 
ical destruction of every build- 
ing of the enemy would become 
possible.” 

2. Although U-boats at present 
are attacking one convoy, no Al- 
lied merchant vessel was sunk in 
the North Atlantic in the four 
months ending September 18; in 
the first two weeks of Septem- 
ber no Allied ships were sunk by 
enemy action anywhere

3. “At an early date” there will 
be a tripartite conference of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Russia at which no question will 
be barred. Any differences may 
be referred to a Stalin-Roosevelt- 
Churchill conference which he 
“confidently hoped” would occur 
before the end of 1943. 


4. The Allies are ready to throw 
large armies into Italy, there to 
deploy a mighty fighting front 
wherever the Germans try to 
make a stand. The vigor and 
weight of Allied efforts on this 
battlefront will be increased 
throughout the fall and winter if 
necessary. 

5. French troops, which have 
struck in Corsica, their first blow 
to retrieve their motherland, are 
being steadily reorganized into 
an army of 300,000 to 400,000; the 
battleship Richelieu soon will join 
the French fleet. 

6. United States naval forces 
already dominate the Pacific; sur- 
render of the Italian fleet changed 
the Mediterranean naval picture 
decisively.

7. Lord Louis Mountbatten soon 
will arrive in New Delhi to set up

air-sea war, the Germans are us- 
ing a bomb “which may be de- 
scribed as a sort of rocket-assisted 
glider which releases its bombs 
from a height and is directed to- 
wards its target by a parent air- 
craft.” The weapon is used at 
close quarters against shipping 
close to the coast. 

Switching with easy confidence 
from pure military to political af- 
fairs, Churchill looked to a fur- 
ther rapprochement of Russia, 
Britain and the United States by 
speaking of the prospect of a 
Stalin-Roosevelt-Churchill confer- 
ence with these words: 


“No meeting during this war 
could carry with it so much sig- 
nificance for the future of the 
world as a meeting between the 
heads of the three governments, 
for without close, cordial and last- 
ing association between Soviet 
Russia and their great allies we 
might find ourselves at the end 
of the war only to have entered 
upon a period of deepening con- 
fusion.” 

On the milttary side, the Prime 
Minister delved at great length 
into the Mediterranean campaign. 
He declared it was not and never 
had been regarded “as a substitute 
for direct ettack across the chan- 
ne] on the Germans in France and 
the Low Countries.” 

“On the contrary,” he went on, 
“the opening of this new front in 
the Mediterranean was always in- 
tended to be an essential prelimi- 
nary to the main attack upon Ger- 
many and her ring of subjugated 
and satellite states.” 

He disclosed that last May he 
and Roosevelt, meeting at Wash- 
ington, decided on the climination 
of Italy from the war as their 
principal immediate objective, but 
that no one “would have expected 
it to have been so _ rapidly 
achieved.” 

Originally the invasion of Italy 
was planned for September 15, he 
revealed, but it was moved up “as 
a result of decisions taken before 
the fall of Mussolini, and what has 
taken place in any case would 
have happened in Italy at the ear- 
liest possible moment.” 

“The Italian surrender was a 
windfall,” Churchill said, “but it 
had nothing to do with the date 
of harvesting the orchard.” 

His report of the Naples cam- 
paign showed the Allies had had 
no easy time of it in what he 
termed “the most daring amphi- 
bious operation we have _ yet 
launched or which I think ever 
has been launched on a similar 
scale in war.” 

The Allies could not have gone 
farther north without dispensing 
with shore-based air cover, and 
even in landing below Naples they 
were dependent “to an important 
extent” on carrier-borne aircraft. 

He told of the careful planning 
of the Italian campaign and as- 
serted that the claim of some of 
his critics that Hitler was given 
40 days to move in on Italy “is as 
ill-founded in fact as it is wound- 
ing to those bereaved. The timing 
of our main. attack in Italy was 
made without the slightest refer- 


ence to the attitude of the Italian 


government.” 

As for Mussolini’s escape, he as- 
serted that Premier Pietro Badog- 
lio’s government had taken pre- 
cautions to hold him but that they 
were not ready for the method 
Hitler used successfully. “as heavy 
parachute descent at that particu- 
lar point (Gran Sasso).” 

He added grimly, “the Caribi- 
nieri guards had orders to shoot 
Mussolini if any attempt was 
made to rescue him, but they fail- 
ed in their duty.”

Naples 


Continued From First Page. 


General Clark, vas within 12- 
mile artillery range of his troops 
which captured the Sorrento pen- 
insula, flanking the Bay of Naples 
on the south. 

American fighter-bombers bat- 
tered large columns of German 
motor transport fleeing west from 
Potenza, 40 miles east of Eboli. 
Presumably, these columns, or 
such as survived the terrific rain 
of bombs and aerial machinegun 
bullets, were hoping to escape on 
an inland road which heads north- 
ward at a point west of Potenza. 
Once again the German air force 
was wholly absent from southern 
Italian skies. 

‘ Nazis Fleeing Trap. 

A military spokesman said the 
Germans were pulling out of the 
lower end of the Salerno front 
to avoid entrapment by the ad- 
vancing British Eighth Army. The 
bulk of the ehemy already is north 
of the Sele river. In retreat close- 
ly pursued by the Eighth Army, 
the enemy was using infantry and 
small groups of tanks in a de- 
laying action and suffering heavy 
losses from constant air attacks 
and ground blows from the 
Eighth. Nowhere did the Ger- 
mans make a determined stand. 

Reports from the Italian front 
indicated the enemy had been un- 
able to disengage himself suffi- 
ciently to destroy roads and 
bridges and plant minefields, or to 
salvage any considerable portion 
of vehicles disabled by aerial 
strafing. 

Enemy positions north and 
northeast of Salerno are strong 
defensively and an Allied spokes- 
man said the advance necessarily 
would be slow. 

Eighth Driving North. 

Beyond the statement that the 
8th Army was driving rapidly 
north, nothing new was reported 
of Genesal Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery’s divisions. They appear- 
ed, however, to be maintaining 
steady pressure on the Germans 
inland from the Salerno sector, 
bringing up the main body of 
British troops and adequate sup- 
plies to launch an attack once the 
Germans stand and try to re 
establish their lines. 

Near the Adriatic, where troops 
from the Taranto area had press- 
ed 28 miles inland to capture 
Gioia, the news also was sparse, 
but it was presumed that the 
British Fifth Corps there was 
edging forward. For more than a 
week, nothing has been reported 
on the column which captured the 
port of Bari, 200 miles up the 
Adriatic coast. 

The main weight of the in- 
creasing Allied aerial onslaught 
was directed against road junc- 
tions and railways between Na- 
ples and Rome. Such targets were 
pounded at Torre Annunziata, 
Sarno, Pompei, Castelnuovo, For- 
mia, Avellino and Calabritto. West 
of Potenza, 50 gasoline and oil 
trucks were attacked. Thirty were 
set afire, others were damaged. 
In various attacks, a total of 67 
Nazi motor transport were de- 
stroyed and many more were dam- 
aged. No Allied nor enemy plane 
was lost throughout yesterday. 

The air blows appeared to be 
inflicting extremely heavy losses 
on German personnel and equip- 
ment. A prisoner said over half 
his company were killed or 
wounded by air in its retreat 
from Calabria to Salerno. The at- 
tacks also were believed putting 
a severe dent in German morale, 
already shaken by failure’ to 
throw the Allies into the sea at 
Salerno.

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Nazi Weapon May Be Prelude English Towns 


To Long- 
By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE, 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—The 
new German weapon described to- 
day by Prime Minister Churchill 
in his commons speech is the first 
remote control bomb. It probably 
is a prelude to the winged bomb. 

An airplane, described by Mr. 
Churchill merely as a “parent air- 
craft,” either launches or turns 
loose a glider. The size of this 
glider is not given, but it is suf- 
ficient to carry a bomb or bombs. 

The glider is powered by a 
rocket, that is, it has a rocket en- 


gine of some sort. The parent 
plane steers this glider, by remote 
control, which means by electronic

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Take Up a Notch 


Many of our people have sacrificed many 
comforts because of the war. 

Some have gone further and gone without 
things which, in prewar days would have been 
classed as necessities. 

The time has come for all of us to consider 
most carefully our mode 27f life of today. It is 
time for a measuring, an appraisal, with con- 
science as the judge, to see what further 
sacrifice we can make in order that we may 
go some little way along the road our armies 
are traveling on the battlefields of the world. 


The Third War Loan is almost two-thirds 
done if we count the number of days in which 
we must reach the quota assigned. Yet, all over 
the nation, there is noticeable lag in individual 
bond purchases. The lag is sufficient to make 
it clear we face a hard pull if the nation is to 
meet the fifteen billion dollar challenge by the 
end of this month. 

The result of failure would involve far more 
than the actual dollar measure by which we 
fell short, though that would be serious enough. 
But a far more damaging outcome of such 
failure would be the gleeful acclaim of that 
failure we should hear from the blatant 
microphones of Berlin and Tokyo. 

Goebbels and Tojo would shout that the 
failure of the Third War Loan drive was proof 
the American people are not, really, in the 
war. They would proclaim that, regardless of 
the fighting courage of our men, the great 
American public does not care, or is too com- 
placent about victory. They would hail it as 
proof of that oftmade assertion that Americans, 
as a nation, are too soft, too welded to their 
luxuries, to be able to fight an all-out war. 

What are you going to do about it? The 
time has come to take up your individual belt 
a notch or two. 

In the past you have bought War Bonds 
with the excess, the surplus you cannot decent- 
ly use. You have, to continue the metaphor, 
cut off the extra belt length, that piece at 
the end beyond the furthest hole, the piece 
you do not need, anyway. 

Now has arrived the time to really draw the 
old belt tighter. This does not mean you are 
to go hungry, to deny yourself food. But it does 
mean your nation, your fighting men call on 
you to go without some things you have, so 
far, refused to give up. You have made argu- 
ments to your conscience, arguments contain- 
ing logic you have believed because you wanted 
to believe. 

Now, such arguments cannot prevail. We 
are getting down to hard, basic facts. 

The remainder of the bonds to be purchased 
during this drive must be bought by individuals. 
Individuals who, knowing the truth, proudly 
accept real, hard sacrifice for the sake of their 
nation, for the sake of their nation’s cause and 
for the sake of the fighting men who taste the 
bitter dust of battle. 

Georgia, according to recent compilation, 
has taken less than 50 per cent of her bond 
allotment for this drive. To fill the state's 
quota calls for real sacrifice. 

We must, each one of us, take up a notch or 
two. 


Despite the Japs 

Perhaps the Japs knew it, and perhaps 
they didn't. Yet the record remains as a tribute 
to hardy, brave men who certainly fall under 
the classification of the great unsung. ‘The 
reference is to the fact that fur-sealing in the 
Pribilof Islands, carried on secretly within 
bombing range of the Japs then on Kiska, 
resulted in a record-breaking take of 117,164 
skins this year. 

The total of skins taken by the 1943 expe- 
dition was 22,151 greater than the 1941 take, 
and larger than any season’s kill since the start 
of government-controlled sealing. There were 
not many in the expedition—only 183 white and 
native sealers. 

Announcement of the take was made only 
recently, concluding a strict censorship. Add- 
ing to the danger of the sealers was the con- 
stant threat the Japs might have waited until 
the skins were taken, then attempted to raid 
the islands and seize the valuable harvest. 


Prepared for any eventuality, the hardy

Basic Education 

The three R’s and “horse sense,” absolute 
prerequisites of education in the United States 
20 years ago, have not been lost completely in 
the scramble for higher learning. Which is a 
good idea. 

The fact was brought out by Andrew Avery, 
superintendent of education in Decatur county, 
Georgia, in summing up the course to be fol- 
lowed during the year. He said: 

“I would rather issue a diploma to a student 
who knows how to read and speak correctly 
and write a good business letter and to work 
practical problems in arithmetic, who has 4n 
understanding of home life and citizenship 
responsibilities, than to issue a diploma to a 
student who knows the higher subjects and 
who does not know the fundamentals of life.” 

In other words, Avery isn’t worried about 
calculus and the flights into fancy of the 
modernists. That will come later when the 
students with a sound fundamental background 
can weigh subjects. 

That his policy is sound brings out no 
arguments. The fact that he can stand up and 
repeat the opinion is refreshing. 

Of no consequence is the course called “ap- 
preciation of art and music” when it is pitted 
against the fundamental fact that “2 and 2 
make 4.” It just so happens that great writers 
also learn the alphabet before they learn words.

Preliminary Bout 

Fighting French Commandos, according to 
communique from General Henri Giraud, have 
landed on Corsica and are aiding native French 
patriots to drive the Germans from that his- 
toric island, birthplace of Napoleon. 

Corsica is considered a part of European 
France. Thus, for the first time, Frenchmen 
are fighting to free French soil of the hated 
invader. 

There can be no doubt as to the outcome. 
Corsica will be wrested from the Nazis, and 
it will become an important jumping off place 
for aerial and amphibious assault upon the 
German forces in France proper. 

The Corsican campaign becomes, thus, a 
small scale forerunner of the coming days 
when French patriots in the homeland will 
welcome as brothers-in-arms the Fighting 
French under General Giraud. One thing is 
certain, a Frenchman, properly armed and 
equipped, figiting to free the soil of France 
from German hobnails, will be a fearfully 
dangerous foe. 


“Look at all our cultural monuments,” 
moaned the Nazi after the raiders had gone on. 
“And where's that wall, for standing hostages 
against?” 


Argentina Piles Up Credits 

Of all the South American nations only 
Argentina remains pro-Axis, despite the fact the 
United States and Great Britain are her best 
customers for beef and other foodstuffs. The 
United States and Britain in switching from 
peace to war-time conditions have been un- 
able to supply Argentina with machinery and 
other articles of commerce of which she is in 
need, hence the Latin-American country is 
piling up huge commercial credits in London 
from sales to the British Ministry of Food, 
which is buying foodstuffs for all of the Allied 
Nations. 

During the first four months of this year 
Argentina exported to all countries nearly twice 
as much (in value) as she imported. She sent 
Britain $54,300,000 worth of products, princi- 
pally food, and imported only $22,000,000. The 
trade balance with Britain has been along 
those lines since early in the war, which means 
Britain owes Argentina a huge amount that 
will have to be paid sometime. During the 
same four months Argentina shipped $43,000,- 
000 worth to the United States and imported 
goods to the value of $22,000,000. 

The United States debit in the balance of 
trade is not so large as that of Britain, and 
can be handled at the end of the war when 
manufacturing is resumed and we can ship 
Argentina the goods she desires. The British 
debit being larger, economists have suggested 
Argentina could use her credit to reduce her 
foreign debt, much of it held in Britain; in 
addition to which the Argentine government 
might acquire some or all of the British-owned 
railways in Argentina.

is reckoned as a business expense, 
deductible from income in the 
computation of their income taxes, 
and the senator thinks it shouldn’t 
be deductible but should be paid 
out of profits, instead. 

The Treasury raised this issue a 
long time ago when there was no 
question of war-order revenues 
and the companies were drawing 
their money from straight com- 
mercial business with the public. 
Some of the leftward ideologists 
in the Treasury argued that ad- 
vertising constituted a needless 
expense added to the price of 
merchandise, but that proposition 
was resisted as an attempt to 
starve the press of the income 
which enables it to remain free 
and objective and thus superior 
and preferable to the subsidized 
pressure press.

KING COTTON? In October, 1888, Henry Grady, the distin 
guished and beloved editor of The Atlanta 

Constitution, made a speech at the state fair in Texas, a vast crowd 

hearing him. He was talking about the south and its future: 

“While the producer of everything we eat or wear, in every 

land, is fighting through glutted markets for 
bare existence, what of the southern farmer? 
In his industrial, as in his political problem, 
he is set apart—not in doubt, but in assured 
independence. Cotton makes him king. Not 
the fleeces that Jason sought can rival the 
richness of this plant, as it unfurls its banners 
in our fields. It is gold from the instant it 
puts forth its tiny shoot. The shower that 
whispers to it is heard around the world. The 
trespass of a worm on its green leaf means 
more to England than the advance of the Rus- 
sians on her Asiatic outposts. ... Great is King 
Cotton! But to lie at his feet while the usurer 
and grain raiser bind us in subjection, is to 
invite the contempt of man and the reproach 
of God. But to stand up before him and amid 
our crops and smokehouses wrest from him the 
magna charta of our independence, and to 
establish in his name an ample and diversified agriculture, that 
shall honor him while it enriches us—this is to carry us as far in 
the way of happiness and independence, as the farmer working in 
the fullest wisdom, and in the richest field, can carry any people.” 

When Grady talked, inspiring thousands with his vision, cotton 
was king. The south had a monopoly. The millions of acres of 
soil, washed away in the 55 years since Grady spoke, were still 
fertile. The boll weevil had not boldly crossed the Rio Grande 
river and begun to bore into the bolis of Texas cotton. He had 
not moved, tortuously and by devious means, across the Texas 
plains seeking a greener, moister country, and finding it in Lousi- 
ana, Mississippi, Georgia, Alabama and other areas where cotton 
grew and where summer rains and moist, warm nights were the 
usual summer expectations. 

Cotton had not been grown in the west. 
watered her desert sands to make them fertile. 
was not thinking cotton. China grew none at all. 

Cotton was the south’'s monopoly, as it had been in 1858 when 
Senator J. H. Hammond stood in the United States senate and 
said, “Sir, you dare not to make war on cotton. Cotton is King!” 

Cotton WAS king... then... in 1858 and 1888. 

So confident was the south that it paid no heed to Grady. There 
was no establishment of a diversified agriculture. The south did 
not stand up amid its crops and smokehouses and wrest from King 
Cotton its magna charta of independence. 


AND IN 1943 And so, we come to today. Three days of rain 
* and some wind have done immense damage to 
a cotton crop not yet gathered. 

Had it not been for civilians and schoolboys going into the fields 
a substantial amount now in storage would be still in the fields. 

There isn’t enough labor. 

It may be time to think a little. The south is going on after 
this war’s end with more industry than it has had before, not a 
great deal, but some more. Still other industries will come. 

Some of the cotton pickers, who strayed off to other states, won't 
come back. 

I think we had best make up our minds there will never be 
as much labor as there has been in the cotton fields. And King 
Cotton demands many subjects and he demands hand labor of all.

Many things could 
happen. 

But, looking at the future, one may see clearly enough to say 
that those men in Georgia and other southeastern states who have 
started in on livestock and pigs have got a start which will be of 
great value to them and the state. S

There is a magazine in New York whose editors and writers 
weep for the downtrodden colored people far away in the south, 

They think the white population of the south consists of To 
hacco Road po’ whites, whose only pleasure is “lynching niggers.” 
and aristocrats who live in mansions with all white columns and 
spend their time drinking mint Juleps and whipping their colored 
field hands. 

They do not know about the millions of ordinary decent people 
—the carpenters, masons, mechanics, clerks, salesmen, little farm- 
ers, and all of the white-collar poor, who live in neat little houses 
and pinch pennies to send their kids to college and do all of their 
own work because they can’t afford servants. 

The editors and writers mean well, but their ignorance gives 
them a complex, and the complex affects their vision so they can't 
see the unfortunate colored people next door. They can't see Harlem. 

There are very poor colored people in Harlem. They are net 
called ‘‘niggers,” but ‘“‘coons” or “shines.” Sometimes they are 
called “mister,” but they can’t eat mister. They can get menial 
jobs at wages that pay the rent, but they can’t get good union jobs 
because they are not in a union, and they can’t join a union be- 
cause they are not white. 

Some months ago, young men of Harlem began mugging—one 
strangling a victim while another cleaned his pockets. And re- 
cently, having an exciting rumor as incentive, men and women and 
boys and girls formed impromptu mobs and went looting. They 
broke out the windows of stores and stole everything they could 
carry away—shoes and clothing and food and jewelry. The thieving 
began at night and was still going on at 11 o'clock next morning. 
Police were tough at first, and used their guns; but thaf was poor 
politics, and by mid-morning they were turning their heads and not 
seeing a thing. The killing was over. 

The magazine's editors and writers did not weep. Thev ignored 
the mugging and explained the rioting by saying somebody evi- 
dently had come up from the south to cause it.

Six States Favor 18-Year Vote the Women's Reserve of the Unit-! cruiting tour over Georgia.

PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 21.—| 


If the proposal to lower the vot- 
ing age to 18, as voted into effect 
in Georgia last month, were put to 
a public referendum in the 10 
states with the largest voting pop- 
ulation, it would win majority 
support today in six states, but 
face a close fight in the other 
four. 

On the theory that if men of 18 
are old enough to be drafted they 
are old enough to vote, bills to 
lower the voting age were intro- 
duced into the legislatures of 31 
states last year, and following 
adoption of the proposal by Geor- 
gia in a public referendum there 
has been talk of amending the 
federal constitution to make the 
change universal. 

The attitude of the people in 
the 10 states with the largest 
number of votes cast in 1940 was 
measured by the Institute on the 
issue as follows: 

“Congress may be called upon 
to consider a_ constitutional!

19 and 20 years old to vote in 
elections.

Simpson’s Scoop on Marshall 


Electrifying News at Karly Date 


By JOHN F. CHESTER. 

LONDON, Sept. 21.—(4)—Un- 
mistakable signs appear that 
closely guarded allied miiltary and 
diplomatic moves now are being 
shaped toward a major explosion 
in the Balkans. 

Events as apparently unrelated 
as the Archbishop of York’s visit 
to Moscow and an underground 
rendezvous of Allied military men 
with Balkan guerillas now can be 
fitted into a general pattern which 
well may end in another huge 
breach in the wall of what Hitler 
once called his impegnable Euro- 
pean fortress. 

Referring to the current swift 
moves, one well-informed diplo- 
mat here said that the next two 
or three weeks would see the Al- 
les passing through a critical pe- 
riod in world diplomacy. 

Behind this and directly con- 
nected in the diplomatic sense is 
the battle for Italy. 

All Eyes on Italy. 

Men here whose job it is to keep 
attuned to developments readily 
concede that not only the Balkans, 
where the result is vital, but neu- 
tral countries, as well, have been 
closely watching the terrific con- 
flict around Salerno as a guide 
to their own future course. 

Some express the opinion that 
the reason behind the bloody Nazi 
resistance to Lieutenant General | 
hiark W. Clark's Fifth Army land. | 
ings at Salerno was as much dip-| 
lomatic as military. 

Certainly the Germans exploit- | 
ed to the full their false claims of 
a Salerno victory. Certainly, too, 
the diplomatic uncertainty felt 
here during the time the Allies 
were hanging to the beachheads 
by their eyelids has been resolved 
now that the Nazis are retreating. 

It was reported that German 
forces in the western Balkans were 
taking strong measures to smash 
Yugoslav partisan troops. The 
partisans now are making a bid 
for liberation along the Adriatic 
from the seaport city of Split, now 
in patriot hands, to the Italian city 
of Fiume, 160 miles to the north. 


Croats Start Drive. 


There were reports also of ill 
feeling between Nazi satellite na- 
tionalities. According to word re- 
ceived in Cairo, the Croats began a 
press and radio campaign against 
Hungary Friday to get back the 
Medjumurije district of Yugoslavia 
which was given by Hitler to Hun- 


gary in 1941. 

Since this district has a Croat | 
majority. the Croats long have 
been disgusted by its transfer to 
Hungary but never have been al- 
lowed before to voice their feel- 
ings. Their new press and radio 
campaign is one of several forms 
of pressure Hitler is said to be 
bringing to bear on his wavering 
Hungarian ally. 

Reports reaching Switzerland 
said Hungary, caught between in- 


creased pressure from Germany 
for additional war manpower and 
a desire for peace, was in the | 
throes of an intense political and 
parliamentary crisis. There has 
heen a strong official attempt, | 
these reports added, 


withdrawing from the war. 

Events Facing Balkans. 
liere are some of the events 
linked up directly and indirectly | 
with the Allied moves to drive 
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the Nazis from the Balkans Where 
their position will become in- 
creasingly uncomfortable and un- 
tenable as the Allies take over 
Italy and her scores of airfields: 

1. The British Ninth Army, pur- 
portedly trained in the Middle 
East for a Balkan invasion, was 
reported by the Axis to be on the 
move. This is not officially con- 
firmed, but there have been Al- 
lied landings on islands in the 
Aegean séa. 

2. The upsurge of activity by 
Yugoslav and Greek guerrillas 
who had been told by General Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, British 
commander in chief in the Middle 
East, to hold their fire until the 
proper time. 

3. Secret meetings of Allied 
commanders in guerrilla hide-outs 
with Greek and Yugoslav fighters 
strengthened the belief in some 
quarters that the guerrilla forces 
had been released from the Allied 
order to hold their fire and had 
been told that “now is the time.” 

Frantic Moves of Foe. 

4. Frantic movements of scat- 
tered German divisions in the 
Balkans after the Italian capitula- 
tion, and their call to Croats and 
Bulgarians to help defend the 
areas weakened when Italian sol- 
diers laid down their arms. 

5—The significant warning car- 
ried in the Communist party news. 
paper Pravda that Soviet pa- 
|tience with Bulgaria, which so far 
is not at war with Russia, had a 
definite limit. The article added 
that the time has come for ‘thé 
Bulgarian people and army to 
overthrow the “German govern- 
ing clique.” 

6—The widely distributed as- 
sertion of Eduard Benes, president 


of the provisional Czech govern- 
ment, that “when we call upon the 
Czechoslovak people to strike they 


r will be ready.” 


Visit to Moscow 

7—The visit of the archbishop 
of York and two other Anglican 
clergymen to Moscow at the in- 
vitation of the Russian Orthodox 
church following Premier Marshal 
Stalin’s rapprochement with the 
church and the installation of 
Metropolitan Sergei as patriarch. 
Members of central European ref- 
uget® governments here have in- 
terpreted this as an effort to woo 
the Balkans, since the Orthodox 
church is strong there. The Ortho- 
dox church has decided to excom- 
municate anyone aiding the en- 
emy—a ban which technically ex- 
tends to Balkan communicants as 
well as Russian, 

8—Continued negotiations to- 
ward an early British-Soviet- 
American parley, in connection 
with which Balkan problems al- 
ready have been discussed minute- 
ly. Associated with this has been 
the creation of a Mediterranean 
commission giving Russia continu- 
ing voice in the Italian situation 
and closely connected Balkan 
field. 

The Bulgarian prime minister 
has announced the decision of the 
new Bulgarian cabinet to con- 
tinue collaboration with Germany, 
the German news agency DNB re- 
ported from Sofia. 

Meanwhile, according to advices 
reaching Cairo, Bulgarian troops 
have occupied that territory in 
southern Yugoslavia, which in- 
cludes the towns of Tetovo, Gos- 
tivar, Debar and Prizzen and lies 
east of Albania. This region had 
been given to Italy after the de- 


feat of Yugoslavia.

LONDON, Wednesday, Sept. 22.—(AP)—The Asso- 
ciated Press story from Washington by Kirke Simpson 
that General George C. Marshall is tentatively slated 
to be the virtual global commander in chief of all British 
and American forces was frontpaged today by a majority 
of London morning newspapers. 

While there was no official or editorial comment, the 
unofficial reaction was that his appointment as head of 
all Allied forces in the field—ground, sea and air—would 
be satisfactory to British military leaders. 

The story was given great credence here because of 
Simpson’s reputation with Fleet Street editors and their 
knowledge of his intimate .contacts with the White 
House. 

Marshall is well-known and well-liked in British mili- 
tary and naval circles on the basis of his visit here last 
spring.

once. 

Educational Requirements. 

“I also am interested in a man 
who has some educational back- 
ground, because I believe the in- 
mates of Georgia prisons, besides 
needing intelligent work to occupy 
their time, need schooling to pre- 
pare them for a better life outside 
when their terms expire.” 

Several likely candidates for the 
prison director post have been 
Suggested to the Governor. 

Strong indorsement has been 
given to M. E. Thompson, now the 
Governor's €xecutive secretary, an 
indefatigable worker. Thompson’s 
friends have suggested him be- 
cause they say Thompson has 
voiced himself as being an ardent 
advocate of the Governor’s plan 
to install industries in the prison 
and—like other southern states— 
to make Georgia’s prisons self- 
supporting. 

Thompson's Qualifications. 

Thompson, 40 years old, has 
taught in Georgia schools and 
has served as superintendent of 
schools at Hawkinsville. For four 
years he was state school super- 
visor and for five years he was 
assistant state superintendent of 
schools, directing the curricula in 
high schools and in grade schools. 
Thompson also has expressed him- 
self as interested in the system of 
other states, where convicts at- 
tend schools operated by the state 
school departments. 

Another important Georgian 
suggested to Governor Arnall for 
the post has been Cason Calla- 
way, of Hamilton, Ga. 

Callaway, one of the _ state’s 
most successful businessmen and 
farmers, has been recommended 
to the Governor because he fills 
the Governor's requisities for an 
all-around dependable man—the 
Governor likes a man who under- 
stands industry as well as agri- 
culture. 

Lon Sullivan Suggested. 

Lon Sullivan, who directed 
Georgia's first State Highway Pa- 
tro] system, has also been suggest- 
ed.

Senate Puts Off 
Draft Debate 
Until Tuesday 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(#)— 
The senate today postponed con- 
sideration of the Wheeler father 
draft deferment bill until next 
Tuesday—only two days before 


the October 1 deadline set by the 
War Manpower Commission for 
the general induction of men with 
children. 

Should the bill clear formidable 
administration opposition in the 
senate, it would face further legis- 
lative delays in the house which 
might draw out final action long 
into next month. 

Despite the Army and Navy 
high command’s opposition to the 
legislation, Senator Wheeler, Dem- 
ocrat, Montana, the author, in-ist- 
ed on a showdown vote. He 
agreed, however, to Majority Lead- 
er Barkley’s request to let the de- 
bate go over until next week so 
members can study testimony al- 
ready taken from high Army and 
Navy officials, as well as that to 
be received from Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch, presidential advisor, tomor- 
row afternoon. 

Baruch Faces Quiz. 

Wheeler announced he would 
question Baruch closely on report- 
ed hoarding of labor by plane 
plants and ship construction yards. 

Other Washington develop- 
ments, topped by the house’s over- 
whelming approval of the Ful- 
bright resolution favoring United 
States postwar collaboration with 
other nations to maintain peace, 
included: 

The United States and Britain 
jointly warned neutrals against 
purchasing German-held assets in 
Italy. 

The War Department called 200 
editors, industrial and labor lead- 
ers to a conference next week to 
hear an outline of Allied strategy 
and production needs. The pur- 
pose, it was explained, is to coun- 
teract home front complacency. 

A group of members of the 
House Naval Committee came out 
in favor of abolishing the law per- 
mitting renegotiation of war con- 
tracts to recapture “excessive” 
profits. Such profits, they contend- 
ed, should be reached through a 
super-tax.

Tech, 1893." That connects Ferd with half a century of football 
at the Flats. 

A proud gleam comes in his eyes as he fondles the football and 
looks back over 50 years of glorious Tech football history. 

“I was on the squad with General Leonard Wood,” he 
recalls. “Those were the days of the flying wedge. 

“I played in the line. Positions didn’t matter much. And 
General Wood would come around and say, ‘If your man’s 
getting the best of you, change places with another lineman.’ 
“General Wood was a great player. I’ve seen him catch an 

opponent off balance and turn him a flip. Another time he’d pull 
him over on his face. And he wasn’t averse to giving a tough 
opponent a punch or two. 

“Those were the days when the little quarterbacks were thrown 
over the line for gains,” Ferd recollected. 

He looked down at the football again. 

“They didn’t give these in the old days. 
this one. I am proud of it.” 

Ferd has carried the chain many a season in games at Grant 
Field and in games away from home. He has been a loyal sup- 
porter through thick and thin. He has felt great pride in out- 
standing victories and has suffered the hells of torment in the 
defeats. 

He is, in short, a Georgia Tech football man.

Aces Chandler, 


Cooper Flops 
In Series Tilts 


Stars of Mound Staffs 
Have Never Finished 
on Big Tests. 


(This is the first tn a series 
comparing the prospective World 
Series rivals.)

NEW YORK, Sept. »21.—(/)— 
The day of great names on the 
mound in the World Series is tem- 
porarily past and the St. Louis 
Cardinals’ clash with the New 
York Yankees next month will be 
a struggle between two uncertain 
pitching staffs. 

If Spud Chandler faces Mort 
Cooper in the opening game, as 
expected, both teams will be 
banking on hurlers who have 
never won and never finished in 
two previous starting chances in 
the annual classic. 

A great deal has been said and 
written about the uncertainties of 
Cooper in World Series competi- 
tion. He has won 20 and lost 8 
this year, pitched 23 complete 
games and six shutouts, and still 
there is a question about the pro- 
priety of Manager Bill South- 
worth leading off with him 
against the Yanks. 

COOPER KAYOED. 

This is because he was knocked 
out twice by New York in last 
year’s series and because he also 
has failed twice against the 
American League in the midsum- 
mer All-Star games. 

But many of Cooper’s critics 
have overlooked the fact that 
Chandler has lost the only two 
series tussles he has started. 

In 1941 against Brooklyn he 
allowed only one hit for four in- 
nings, but then wore himself out 
running the bases, trying to get 
from first to third on a single. In 
the fifth he issued two walks and 
three hits for two runs and in 
the sixth was derricked with two 
on and none out. 

Last year in the third game 
against the Cards he allowed only 
three hits in eight innings before 
being lifted for a pinch batter, 
but a walk and one hit was all 
the Racing Redbirds needed to 
score and Lefty Ernie White shut 
out the Yanks. 

CHANDLER HAS WON 19. 

This year Chandler has won 19 
and lost four, pitched 19 com- 
plete games and five shutouts to 
establish himself as the leading 
hurler in the American League. 
Yet he still must prove himself 
in the World Series, just as Coop- 
er must. 

Chandler is a certain starter in 
the first game, Cooper is the logi- 
cal choice for the Cardinals. If 
he loses, the Cards are no worse 
off than they were at the same 
point last year. 

The Cardinals will have only 
eight pitchers available for the 
series compared with an even doz- 
en for the Yanks, and of the St. 
Louis staff, two have sore arms— 
White and Harry Gumbert—and 
three are rookies—Alpha Brazle, 
Harry Brecheen and George Wun- 
ger. 

At first glance this would ap- 
pear to impose a tremendous han- 
dicap on the Redbirds, but it 
works out to be a small one if 
any. The series schedule is such 
this year that three starting pitch- 
ers could work the entire show. 
Moreover, three of the most effec- 
tive members of Southworth’s set 
are lefthanders and the Yankees 
have had many bad days against 
southpaws this season. 

CARDINAL LEFTIES. 

Back of Cooper the Cardinals 
undoubtedly will choose among 
their lefties, Max Lanier, Brazle 
and Brecheen, for the other 
games. Brazle was brought up 
from Sacramento in mid-July aft- 
er pitching 40 consecutive score 
less innings in the Coast League 
and since entering the Nationa! 
League has won 7 and lost 1 while 
pitching seven complete games 
and one shutout. 

Remembering Johnny Beazley’s 
two triumphs last year should 
make it possible for Southworth 
to choose a rookie starter with- 
out hesitation. 

After Chandler, Joe McCarthy’s 
obvious choice is big Ernie Bon- 
ham, who won 21 games last sea- 
son but failed in the series and 
who has been an in-and-outer this 
year with a record of 13.8. The 
other assignments. lie between 
Hank Borowy, 12-9, and Rookie 
Charley Wensloff, 12-10. 

At times the Yankees have 
seemed to have the best pitching 
staff in baseball, but their ad- 
vantage over the Cardinals now 


does not seem formidable.
